Francis Rimard, 23, and Bernard Lortie, 19. Lortie 
was picked up in a police raid Nov. 6. 


In ‘Montreal North, police surroyinding~ the 
suspected hideout refused passage to a well-dressed 
man in:his late 50s who said he wanted to get 
through “just in case” his son was in the house. 


The man was Gerard Lanctot, 


Lanctot, worried and nervous, offered his help | 
to authorities to prevent his son from doing any- | 
thing rash—if his son happened to be in the house. 


He had not seen Jacques since his son was -17. 


After the lawyers entered the house Montreal’s 
police: chief, Marcel St. Aubin, arrived on the scene. 
The QPP chief remained at police headquarters to 
brief Justice Minister Choquette.

Choquette said Noy. 3 the government offer of 
safe conduct to Cuba does not apply to the 
murderers of Laporte. 


The Star quotes informants in Montreal and 
Quebec City -as saying the FLQ cell members 
holding Cross had been warned that if anything 
happens to the diplomat their own chances of 
survival would be-slight indeed: The police would 
simply go in shooting. 


Residences surrounding the duplexhave been 
evacuated, a QPP spokesman reported. Four 
ambulances and-_several helicopters were seen on 
the yard of Pie IX school, which had been 
evacuated earlier. 


The last word from Cross came in a 
handwritten letter fourid in a northern telephone 
booth Sunday, Nov. 22, saying he was alive and 
well but wondering when his “bad dream” would 
end. It was dated Nov. 15.

voluntary price ‘and. wage re: 
straint which was inaugurated by 
the Federal Prices and Incomes 
Commission last February has been 
a success. But it would be equaHy 
incorrect to call it a-failure, for even 
with limited support for the guide- 
lines the surge of inflation has not 
heen so pronounced in Canada as in 
some other countries, and there are 
signs that it is now tapering off: 
The program of voluntary 
vestraint’ was advanced as a joint 
plan for labor and management 
with the national- government as its 
sponsor. Six per cent wage increases 
. Were suggested as the maximum 
“which should be permitted. Price 
inéveases were to be held below cost 
inereages. Organized labor,. - how: 
sg ate the program entirely; 
management gave fairly widespread 
agreement to the concept, but in 
practice it was almost impossible to 
apply it in -term& of the original 
expectations. 
Now the guidelines plan is to be 
abandoned; a request to continue: it 
- through the first six months df next 
year has been turned down\by 
management on the grounds that t 
uncertainty of economic conditions, 
and a move by government to 
encourage new life in business 
activity to ward off a too-severe 
unemployment situation this winter 
make it impractical for manage- 
‘ment to continue. 

The program from the first had 
been the target of strong criticism, 
largely because it was a voluntary 
one and ‘hence, it was said, doomed 
tofailure. Labor's reaction did little 
to. counter this contention, But ‘the 
alternative of a legislated price and 
wage freeze, with its irksome 
restrictions, ponderous machinery, 


and heavy costs of supervision and 
enforcement, was something to 
aviod if at all possible. 


The guidelines, even with their 
partial effectiveness, exerted benefi- 
cial influence-~As an exercise in 
citizenship and group’ response to a 
serious national problem it was very 
revealing. Wage increases of as 
much as 20 and 25 per cent were 
imposed during the course of the 
voluntary plan. 

It was in mid-August, 15 months. 
ago,: that Prime Minister Trudeau

Americans are getting is as 
good as it should or could be. 


Qne of his .study teams, 
directed by Dr.. Robert S. 
McCleery, a distinguished 
former Federal Drug Admini- 
stration official, has. recom- 
mended nothing short of 
federal “supervision of the 
practice of medicine. 


This may appear drastic, 
eveh to the growing number 
of Americans who're becom- 
ing dissatisfied and even 
frightened by the quality of 
medicine they risk having 
practiced on them. The prob- 
lem with trying to make an 
intelligent decision about such 
proposals is that what goes. on 
in American medicine is so 
hard to find out about. It is a 
surprisingly secret profession. 


Something“ the sociology 
of medicine can be learned 
from a magazine which doc- 
tors don't leave around their 
waiting rooms. It's called 
Medical Economics, and it 
deals with every aspect of a 
doctors’ life except the purely 
technical so that it’s a first- 
rate source for learning how 
doctors live, what they think 
about, what their problems 
are. 


Hide frem Public 


In line with the profession's 
obsessive need to control its 
millieu by secrecy, Medical 
Economics puts a copyright 
on a number of its articles 
which reads, ‘’This .. . article 
may not be reproduced, 
quoted or paraphrased in 
whole or in part in any 
manner whatsoever .. ."’ Such 
strictures are unenforceable 
in court, but the mere 
attempt shows you. the 
lengths medicine will go to 
escape any public review of 
its conduct 


What emerges from the 

es of the magazine is a 
troubled profession in which 
the doctor works too hard, 
makes too much money, has 
too many business and. ad- 
ministrative responsibilities 
and appears to be gradually

Doctors’ do make a lot of 
money. For example, one- 
fourth of all the obstetrician- 
gynecologists in private prac- 
tice in the United States 
make over $50,000 a year. In 
another article, entitled ‘‘Uro- 
logists: Enjoying a . Seller's 
Market,” the magazine re 
ports that 24 per cent make 
more than $60,000 a year and 
that 40-per cent make more 
than $50,000 a year. 


Work Too Hard 


To make this kind” of 
money, doctors have to work 
60 hours a week or more, 
which leads Medical Econo- 
mics ‘to repeatedly warn its 
readers against working too 
hard 


In a piece called, ‘You'll 
Live Longer if Y6ii"Pfictice 
Defensively," Dr. Joseph 
Wasserug: writes, ‘But even 
Yhough it's true that you can 
earn more by working as 
hard as possible, your total 
wealth still depends on how 
much you can earn’ in a 
lifetime, rather than in a year 
or two. A doctor who makes 
$50,000 a year for 10 years is 
infinitely better off than a 
min who makes $75,000 for 
five years and drops dead 
from overwork."’ 


The fatigue theme runs 
through issue after issue of 
the. magazine.

Changes proposed in. the 
federal government's white 
paper on income © security 
brighten their future as far as 
and unemployment 
insurance go. But immediate 
benefits are small compared 
to immediate needs. 


In some cases, persons on 
low incomes turn to iocai 
welfare offices for help. But if 
they are earning more than 
what they would receive on 
welfare, they are ineligible 
for-extra cash. 

Area welfare officials say 
that even persons earning less 
than what they would receive 
on welfare are by no means 
guaranteed an - income 
supplement 


One woman, a deserted wife 
with two children who works 
in Victoria as a cierk-typist, 
budgets on a net income of 
$293 a month which includes 
$14 in family allowances; 

Her fixed expenses: 

Rent, $120; Hydro, $10; 
fuel, $12; phone, $5.67; car 
repairs, $10;..bank loan for 
dental and debts incurred 
when married, $23; depart- 
ment: store account, $10; 
garbage, $1.50. 


This leaves $101 for .food, 


gasoline, clothing and ree- 
reation. White paper pro- 
pdsals would increase her 
monthly income by $18. 


That's an. extra $216 a year 
coming from increased family 
allowance benefits, 


Reduced taxes would 


further increase her income 
by $40 ‘a year. 
Until, last week, this 


wonian’s rent Was $60. But 
she had to move after the 
premises she rented was sold.

With Christmas only a few weeks away, the annual problem 
of what to buy the outdoorsman once again plagues the family. 

Following are a few ‘Suggestions which hopefully will make 
your gift selections easier. A word of caution, however, for 
those who would purchase the colorful ‘articles so prominently 
displayed in sporting goods stores. 

Your outdoorsman is a specialist, and as guch he has very 
definite views on the size, make, model, color, etc., of the 
articles which he uses: He ig an expert in his particular outdoor 
sport and any deviations from those very specific articles 
which he uses are a hindrance. His obligation to use the 
trinkets which you have so thoughtfully given will in reality 
frustrate the enjoyment of the sport he pursues. 

Wf you wish to purchase the special items which will 
complement his sport, giving him more plegsure and 
satisfaction, please do the following. ps. 

: +:' + * 

Find out exactly what his sport is. It is not just fishing, it 
ig steelheading, bucktailing, wet fly fishing, nymphing, dry fly 
fishing, trotling, winter spring fishing, stream or lake fishing, 
mooching, strip casting, surf casting, buzz bombing, bobber 
fishing, estuary fishing, etc., etc. 

Secondly, find precisely what he wants, its size, color, 
make, model, etc. Do not buy a substitute which the sporting 
goods store suggests. Purchase only the precise item he 
desires 

As a general rule don't buy guns, fishing rods, fishing reels, 
fishing line, lures, specialized clothing or ammunition, These 
are all personal items which can only be purchased. by the 
outdoorsman. Purchase them only if you have him point out 
exactly what he wants 

Outdoor books and magazine subscriptions which relate 
specifically to the sport he enjoys are always a welcome gilt. 
They provide many hours of reading pleasure and in 
subscriptions provide a monthly experience in his outdoor field.

4 German Christmas tradi- 
tion, the gingerbread house 
decorated with colorful can- 
dies, is time-consuming but 
according to a Victoria family 
who tried it, well worth the 
trouble. 


The daughters of Mr. and 
Mrs. Bill Stavdal did- most of 
the work themselves getting 
gloriously sticky with icing 
and candies during the Satur- 
day morning bake-in. 

Here are the instructions 
they followed, constructing 
their masterpiece early in the 
season to save a last-minute 
rush. (The recipe can also be 
used for gingerbread cookies.) 

To-make the. cardboard 
pattern for the house, the 
following -pieces will be 
required : : 

Root Cut one 7-by-11-inch 
rectangle 

Side walls Cut out one 4- 
by--inch rectangle 

End walls Measure a 4 
by-G-inch rectarigle. At the 
mid point of the top of the 4 
inch side extend a straight 
line upwards for 5 inches and 
mark a point. Join each 
corner of the 4-inch line to 
this point to form a peaked 
end wall 

Chimn Cut two 1's- 
inch-by-4inch rectangles. Cut 
a l-inch deep ‘“‘V’’ in the base 
of one of the rectangles. 

Cut out windows and a door 
if desired 
GINGERBREAD HOUSE 

7 cups sifted all-purpose 

flour 

4 tsp. ginger 

4 tsp, cinnamon 

1 tsp. baking soda 
2 cups soft butter 
2 cups lightly-packed brown

Adjourning e federal inquiry 
Wednesday at the close of eight 
days of hearings, Mr. Justice 
Hugh Gibson of the Exchequer 
Court of Canada said he would 
proceed to write his report 
“with all-speed,’’ 

He wes -told jn.a final submis- 
sion, by the commission counsel, 
B. J. MacKinnon, that if an en- 
gine had broken cleanly away 
and not taken part of a fuel 
tank with it, the DC-$63 giant 
jet would have survived. 

Mr. MacKinnon ‘said the evi- 
dence was clear that the plane 
would have lived through a ryn- 
way bounce at Toronto Interna- 
tional Airport last July 5 if the 
fuel tank had not ruptured when 
the engine tore away. 

Earlier evidence was that 
shear bolts were supposed to 
break cleanly, letting the engine 
fall, The release of jet fuel and 
subsequent explosions from 
shorting electrical wires blew 
off the right wing and sent the 
plane to a crash north of the

Time to Think About Seed Sowing 


By HI,\DA BEASTALL 


The idea of getting ready now to sow seeds indoors may 
appear wild at the moment, but thinking about it has several 
merits. As soon ag the day length. begins to stretch even a 
littie bit in January, home gardeners get 
the urge to Start seedsin greenhouse or 
sunroom : 

First is the need for unbroken 
preferably from overhead as in a green- 
houge, but at least the strong light which 
comes from three sides -of a jutting-out 
sunroom. I have used both successfully in 
raising seedlings, with the frank admissien 
that for any quantity more than 
three flats, the greenhouse setup is 
more convenient 

Soil preparation now meang that it will Hilda 
be ready for use just when you have the sowing urge and the 
time in January or February. Then the outdoor soil is usually 
completely saturated, unmanageahle and not easily raised to 
the temperature needed for germinating seeds

MONTREAL—James Cross is free. 


The dramatic end to his 60-day ordeal came at noon (PST) 


when the British trade official walked from a convoy at the site 


of Expo 67, St. Helen’s Island. 


Cross was immediately rushed to.a Montreal 
hospital. 


Police at the scene told reporters the vehicle 
was booby trapped to explode if authorities at- 
tempted to interfere, and grab the kidnappers be- 
fore they reached a prearranged sanctuary on St. 
Helen’s Island, ; 


Ricardo Escartin, acting Cuban consul-general 
in Montreal, was at the island site to meet the 
convoy and sped southward from the resid encein 
Montreal North where Cross was being held. 


This appeared to be in line with a government 
offer of safe passage to Cuba for the kidnappers in 
exchange for Cross. 


* * x 


After the convoy arrived at the Expo site, a 
police radio report said Cross had entered the 
Canadian pavilion. 

A spokesman for Premier Robert Bourassa 
confirmed the convoy contained Mare Carbonneau 
and Jacques Lanctot. 


Carbonneau, 37, a swarthy cab driver, has 
been sought since Oct. #8 on a warrant charging 
him with the Oct. 5 kidnapping of Cross and the 
Oct, 10 abduction of Pierre Laporte, Quebec labor 
minister who was strangled a week later. 


Lanctot, 25, is wanted in connection with an 
alleged plot to kidnap the Israeli trade commis- 
sioner in Montreal last March. 


The 10-car police convoy brought Cross to the 
Expo site from a three-storey residence in 
Montreal North where he was being held 


* * * 


He rode in a 1962 Chrysler in the centre of 
the convoy. Occupants of the car held newspapers 
over the windows to avoid being seen. 


The convoy moved out minutes after the 
arrival at the house of Jerome Choquette, Quebec 
justice minister. He flew to Montreal from Quebec 
when informed that police and soldiers had 
surrounded the place where Cross was held. 


The convoy moved south on Pie IX Boulevard, 
a six-lane divided artery previously sealed off by 
armed troops using portable metal barricades. 


Pedestrians ‘were shooed off the street and 
held back by the barricades. Escartin was 
accompanied by a representative of the British 
trade commission in the wait for the kidnappers. 


“The same plan is in effec,” said Escartin, who 
explained he is acting in the absence of Alfredo 
Ramirez, Cuban consul now on regular holiday in 
his homeland U

Troops with fixed bayonets and police acted 
swiftly in Operation Cordon this morning, circling 
the four-block area six miles due north —of 
downtown Mohtreal. 


They isolated the suspect duplex—eyacuating 
occupants of neighboring structures, including two 
schools. But they made no move to enter the 
modest-looking house immediately.

MONTREAL—James Cross is free. 


The dramatic end to his 60-day ordeal came at noon (PST) 


when the British-trade official walked from a convoy at the site 


of Expo 67, St, Helen’s Island. 


Police at the scene told reporters the vehicle 
was booby trapped 4o explode if authorities at- 
tempted to interfere, and grab the kidnappers be- 
fore they reached a prearranged sanctuary on St. 
Helen’s Island, 


Ricardo Escartin, acting Cuban consul-general 
in Montreal, was at the island site to meet the 
convoy .as it sped southward from the residence in 
Montreal North where Cross was held. 


* * * 


After the convoy arrived at the Expo site, a 
police radio report said Cross had entered the 
Canadian pavilion. 


Cross told Premier Bourassa in a phone call 
from the Pavilion: ‘This is the first time I’ve seen 
the sun in eight weeks.” 

Cross then called his wife in Bern, Switzerland, 


A spokesman for Bourassa confirmed the con- 
voy contained Mare Carbonneau and Jacques 
Lanctot, 


Carbonneau, 37, a swarthy cab driver, has 
been sought since Oct. 18 on a warrant charging 
him with the Oct. 5 kidnapping of Cross and the 
Oct. 10 abduction of Pierre Laporte, Quebec labor 
minister who was strangled a week Jater. 


Lanctot, 25, is wanted in connection with an 
alleged plot to kidnap the Israeli trade commis- 
sioner in Montreal last March. 


The 10-car police convoy brought Cross to the 
Expo site froma three-storey residence in 
Montreal North. 


* * * 


He rode in a 1962 Chrysler in the centre of 
the convoy. Occupants of the car held newspapers 
over the windows to avoid being seen. 


The convoy moved out minutes after the 
arrival at the house of Jerome Choquette, Quebec 
justice minister. He flew to Montreal from Quebec 
when informed that police and soldiers had 
surrounded the place where Cross was held. 


The convoy moved south on Pie IX Boulevard, 
a six-lane divided artery previously sealed off by 
armed troops using portable metal barricades. 


Pedestrians were shooed off the street and 


held back by the barricades 


Escartin was accompanied by a representative 
of the British trade commission in the wait for the 
kidiiappers. 


“The same plan is in effect,” said Escartin, whe 
explained he is acting in the absence of Alfredo 
Ramirez, Cuban consul now on regular holiday in 
his homeland.
